Own Schools May Save Money

Thus we find that Torrance taxpayers have made a
contribution of about 27 per cent of their school ‘tax monzy
to.the Los Angeles school system for the maintenance and
operatlon of schools not within the city limits. This is
equivalent to 45 cents on each $100 assessed valuation.

In view of the fact that Torrance. may, on adoption
of a city charter, automatically divorce herself from
the Los Angeles city system, an_action which, in the
opinion of County Counsel Mattoon, is automatic with
the estahhshment of -a-chartered city within the-boun-
daries/of the Los Angeles school district, it appears
that such a ‘divorce” would mean a saving to local
taxpayers of a sum. equal to 'approximately 70% of the

—entire 65-cent municipal tax rate this year.

This, of course, is predicated upon the assumptlons
that: Torrance automatically forces ittself out of tha Log'
Angeles school system and must create its own school dis-
